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Chamber official on water: Let's get cm with it!

When Virginia Beach Chaniber 
of Commerce Chairman Thomas 
Flounders heard the news that the 
city would be seeking interim 
water suppliM before the Lake 
Gaston pipeline is approved, he 
was not encouraged. 

"All the alternatives have 
ah^eady been looked at... .Let's get 
on with it," Flounders said. 

Flounders said he was concer- 
ned that more studies would fur- 
ther delay the progress of the 
pipeline, which would sujqdy tlie 
city with much needed water via 
an 8S-mile pipeline to Lake 
Gaston on the Virginia-North 
Carolina border. 

City officials maintain, 
however, that they are 100 per- 



cent committed to seeing that the 
pipeline project is carri^ out, 
but in the meantime will explore 
interim measures to ward off 
imminent water shortages until 
the long-delayed project is ap- 
proved. 

"In recognition that the 
project is stiU facing some legal 
hurdles" that have not yet been 
r^olved, the decision to explore 
interim sources is a positive move 
for Virginia Beach, said the direc- 
tor of the Virginia Beach Depar- 
tment of Public Utilities, Qaren- 
ceO.Wwnstaff.

by the public utilitia dei»rtment 
it was concluded that interim 
sources will have to be pursi^. 
City rouBcil has aiq)roved the 
recommeadi^ons. Utilities staff 
monbers will b^n this month 
investigating alternatives, in- 
cluding desalting brackish water 
within the dty, drilling more deqj 
wells in or near Suffolk and in- 
creasing the storage capacity and 
safe yield of the existing water 
supply. 

Virginia Beach officials had 
hoped to begin the pipeline con- 
struction in 1988. The pipeline is 



^pected to take three years for 
; Completion. 



PipeliRe opponents 

■ Opponents of the pipeline, the 
state of North Carolina and the 
Roanoke River Basin 
Association, have since 1984 
fugued against the project in 
federal courts. A recent federal 
court ruling will reportedly delay 
the project for at least severid 
more months. A U.S. district 
judge, over-ruling 38 of the op- 



ponents' 40 allegations, ruled 
that further study was necessary 
on the effects the pipeline would 
have on striped bass in the 
Roanoke River and more eviden- 
ce was needed to support 
Virginia Beach's projected 
demand for as much as 60 million 
gallons of water a day by the year 
2030. 

Warnstaff said the interim 
measur«s are needed to ensure 
good water supply until the 
pipeline to Lake Gaston can be 
completed. City Manager 
Thomas H. Muehl«ibeck rqjor- 
tedly said that the city would not 
continue to allow new connec- 
tions to the water system past 
1990 unless additional wtUer sup- 
plies are made available or a 
timely completion of the pipeline 



is "reasonably assured." 

Virginia Beach Mayor Robert 
G. Jones reportedly said, that 
businesses requiring large quan- 
tities of water have already been 
turned away from the city. 

The inevitability of droughts, 
coupled with increased demand, 
is expected to exceed the safe 
yield of the present water supply, 
operated by Norfolk, in the near 
future. 

The city's permit for the 
project, which had been granted 
by the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, is reportedly valid 
unless a court voids it. If the city 
wins its case in the fetkral court 
and all other preparations are 
complete, city council will make 
the decision to begin construction 
even if an appeal is pending. 



Arson, burglary, murder, up; rape down

According to a recently 
released report on crime in 
Virginia compiled by the 
Uniform Crime Reporting Sw- 
tion of the Deptrtment of State 
Police, 5508.90 crimes occur 
per every 100,000 people in 
Virginia Beach. This compares 




with 5177.03 flflV of every 
100,000 in 1985/The report sets 
the populat/on for Virginia 
Beach at 3^,460 in 1986 and 
307,551 mJi85. 

The rej^n showed that 25 in- 
cidents of murder/non- 
negligent manslaughter occured 
in 1986, as compared to 17 
cases in 1985, an increase of 47 



percent. There were fewer 
reported cases of rape in 1986, 
85 as compared to the 98 repor- 
ted in 1985, a decrease of 13 
percent. The number of 
robberies rose 64 percent with 
337 cases in 1986. There were 
206 cases in 1985. 

Incidents of aggravated 
assault rose from 242 in 1985 to 



309 in 1986, an increase of 28 
percent. Burglary rose to 4,475 
cases from 1985's figure of 
3,273, a 38 percent rise. There 
were 754 cases of motor vehicle 
theft, an increase of 26 percent 
from the 1985 figure of 597. 

Arson cases rose by 29 per- 
cent. The 1985 figure was 135. 
There were 174 cases in 1986.

The professional firefighters 
in Virginia Beach recently com- 
pleted a special course in rap- 
peling. Rappeling is the act of 
using rope as a means of escape 
.from a roof top of a very tall 
building. 

More commonly used by 
mountain climbers, rapelling is 
becoming part of the 
firefighters job. With all the 
tall buildings in Virginia Beach, 
it's very possible that a 



firefighter could become trap- 
ped in one of the upper floors 
and would have to descend 
down to the ground by way of a 
synthetic rope. 

Every firefighter was given a 
classroom session on rappeling 
and 'then an entire day of ac- 
tually rapelling from a fifty 
foot tower. The class was taugh 
by Fire Captain Michael Brown 
who is a state certified fire in- 
structor in Virginia Beach. 

The firefighters continually 
drill with these new skills to 
sharpen their ability. There are 
many complicated knots that 
are used in this exercise and 
must be practiced to become 
proficient. This is just another 
task that your modern day 
professional firefighter needs to 
know.

Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge will again hold a 12-day 
deer hunt for white-tailed deer 
and feral hogs beginning Oct. 26 
through Nov. 7. 

The first three days of the hunt 
will be limited to bow hunting 
(Oct. 26, 27, and 28) and the 
remaining nine days will be open 
to shot-gun hunting. No hunting 
will take place on Sundays. 

The 1,882 acres of refuge lan- 
ds, contained within seven 
predetermined zones, will be 
open to hunting. Habitat to be 
hunted will include marsh, forest- 
lands, and fields. 

All hunting will be in accor- 
dance with special state 
regulations and bag limits. 

A total of 54 hunters per day 
will be issued permits to par- 
ticipate in the hunt. Reservations 
for hunt days and zones will be 
awarded on a computer lottery 
basis. 

Hunters must submit an ap- 
plication form postmarked no 
later than Sept. 14, to be eligible 
for the lottery. Applications and 
hunter information packets are 
available. 

The lottery will be held on 
Sept. 28 at the Refuge Head- 
quarters and will be open to the 
public. A list will be posted at the 



Visitor contact Station (VCS) 
and all selected hunters will be 
notified by mail. 

More than 1,500 applications 
were received for the 576 hunting 
slots available in 1986. During 
the 12-day event, hunters har- 
vested 142 deer — 105 does and 
37 bucks. The overall hunter suc- 
cess rate was 26 percent. In ad- 
dition, 11 feral hogs were taken 
during the hunt. 

The hunt provides an oppor- 
tunity to manage wildlife 
populations, and provides for 
wildlife-oriented recreational op- 
portunities in the Virginia Beach 
area, according to a refuge press 
release. 

During the hunting period, 
refuge areas south of the head- 
quarters area will be closed to all 
other uses. The northern one- 
mile of the refuge, including the 
entrance road, parking area, 
V.C.S., and beach will remain 
open for wildlife-oriented ac- 
tivities.

Beach's population doesn't help 

In reteasing its stiuly on crime in Virginia, the 
Unifoim Crime Reporting Section of the De|«ir- 
tment of State Police offered several crime factors 
which affect the type of volume of crime that oc- 
curs in a given area. 

Number one on that list is density and size of the 
conununity population and the metropolitan area 
of which it is a part. As a growing community 
which has seen an increase in population from 
307.SS1 in 198S to 322,460 in 1986, it should come 
as no surprise to Virginia Beach residents that as 
the population has continued to increase, so has the 
incidence in crime. 

Relative stability of the population was also cited 
in the report, indioiting that there was higher in- 
cidence of crime in places wluch had a large 
population of commuters, seasonal and other tran- 
sioit types. This would include the large number of 
tourists which visit Virginia Beach each year and 
the a)ntinuou$ flow of military personnel. 

Climate was also cited as a factor, as was 
economic status of the population; composition of 
the population with reference to age, sex and race; 
attitudes and policies of the courts and prosecuting 
officials; and the effective strength of the police 
force. 

Increase were experienced in every area of crime 
in Virginia Beach, with the exception of one, for- 
cible rape, which decreased by 13 percent, but still 
remains high with a staggering 85 cases of rape 
reported. 

Murder is up at the Beach by 47 percent, 
i^gravated assault by 64 percent, burglary by 28 
percent, larceny by 38 percent, motor vehicle theft 
by 26 percent and arson by 29 percent. — L.J.G.

Beach boy eats space food at space camp

Todd Askins of Virginia Beach 
recently went through astronaut 
training activities leading to a 
simulated mission in space at 
U.S. Space Camp in Huntsville, 
Ala. \^^ 

The simula^^^on used a 
realistic Spa^TSEuttle orbits 
mockup and a sophisticated 
Mission Control mockup in 
Space Camp's new, S4.4 million 
Training Center, which was in- 
spfred by NASA's astronaut 
training facilities. 

During the mission, trainees 
performed experiments similar to 
those done by astronauts and 
scientist in space. They also used 
a space walk simulator in the 
shuttle payload l»y for another 
"in space" activity. 

The simulated mission 
climaxed a week of scientiHc 
learning and adventure for the 
trainees. They tried on space 
suits, learned principles of 
rocketry, and studied the history 
of the manned space flight 
program. 

The activities were part of 



Space Camp, which is for 
youngsters ages U to 13. Con- 
ducted simultaneously is the U.S. 
Space Academy Level I program 
for youi% people ages 14 to 16. A 
new Space Academy Level II, for 
young adults ages 17 to 19, opens 
in^ugust. 

Each trainee worked with the 
Space Camp computer system; 
built and launched a solid-fueled 
model rocket; ate freeze-dried 
"astronaut food;" and used a 
moon walk training simulator. 

Many of the activities were at 
The Space and Rocket Center, 
which operates Space Camp and 
is the visitor's center for NASA's 
Marshall Spwx Flight Center. At 
the musoun, traimes experienc^i 
simulated space flights, including 
triple gravity forces similar to 
those felt by Space Shuttle 
astronauts during launch. 

Trainees also watched space- 
oriented films in the Spacedome 
Theater, which f«itures a state- 
of-the-art motios picture system 
that gives the audience the sen- 
sation of being suspended in 



space. The trainees saw "Hail 
Columbia," and "The Dream is 
Alive," which features film 
footage shot by astronauts 
aboard several Space Shuttle 
missions. 

During the five-day program, 
the local trainee was assigned a 
particular role in dther the or- 
biter or Mission Control. The 
outcome of the mission depends! 
on how well each team member 
learned his responsibiliti«. 

The countdown, launch, flight, 
and landing were monitored by 
Mission Control on a multi- 
screen system. Once in "orbit," 
the flight crew conducted ex- 
periments, performed a 
simulated space walk, and solved 
problems using information l^u"- 
n«l during the training program. 

Space Camp sessions began 
March 8 and continue through 
Sept. 4, with sessions beginning 
each Sunday. The week-long 
Spasx Camp program cmts $525, 
with a $100 discount for 
youngsters who attend in March, 
April, and May.

Council has already decided to 
submit to a bond referendum the 
construction of three relation 
centers. 

A Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Court Building may be 
the subject of the second bond 
referendum. 

Councilman John D. Mess, 
who has generally supported the 
direct election of the School 
Board, suggested Monday after- 
noon that the city wait, before 
going to referendum, to join with 
a number of localities interested 
in the same legislation. The 
legislation would have a better 
chance at passing, he reascmed. 
"I don't want to raise the expec- 
tation level of the people." he 
said. 

Moss is not intorested in the 
direct election of the School 
Ek)ard without transferring tax- 
raising responsibilities to the 
body. He wants to iron out the 
details before going to the 
people. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said that a simple 
qutttion should be placed on the 
ballot which would give Council 
a good idea where the public 
stands. "Then we can get taito 
details," she said. She said that 
having public support would give 
Council added leverage. 

Moss said that a number of 
things are coming up on the 
ballot, including the lottery. 
There may be an overload of 
referendum items, he said. 

The proposal a resolution in- 
cluding a detail description of the 
School Board, its duties uid ite 
right to levy real estate taxes, 
have sections that are opposed to 
Virginia law, Coundbnan Harold 
Heischober said. He suggested 
the referendum question ask 
merely: Do you want an elected 
School Board? To include taxing 
authority would require more in- 
formation, he said. He said that 
the city "isn't going to get it all 
done at one time." 

To go for a direct dection of 



the School Board without the 
taxing authority would be misin- 
formation, Moss said. 

Councilman Albert Balko 
pointed out that 40 to 50 percent 
of the city budget is school orien- 
ted.

Councilman Robert Fentress 
added that the chance of getting 
the legislation through the 
General Assembly in his lifetime 
is remote.

Council members supported 
the idea of joining with other 
communities seeking the same 
legislation, but also favored 
having the referendum this year.

Councilwoman Barbara

equal to .0023 of the assnsed 
valuation of the real estate in the 
city subject to taxation as of the 
preceding July 1 without submit- 
ting the bond issue to a referen- 
dum.

Heischober, in his letter, says 
that since the limit was imposed 
on the city the purchasing power 
of the $10 million has been 
eroded by more than 50 percent 
while lowering the purchasing 
power of the debt limit, he said, it 
has raised the price of the projec- 
ts the city needs to build 

The assessed value, however, 
has increased from $3.16 billion 
in 1977 to $13.1 billion in 1987- 
88. 

When the current limit was im- 
posed, he said, the city's ratio of 
debt to assessed value, was ap- 
proximately 3.3 percent. It is now 
2.2 percent, Heischober said. He 
said the City Council deserves to 
be legally able to implement and 
respond to road, school, 
draina^. parks and recreation 
and municipal needs." For 
example, he said, the city needs 
adequate court facilities, but the 
dty is unable to construct them 
within its charter authority and 
may ultimately spend more 
through a lease-purchase ap- 
proadi than would be necessary 
through charter bonds.

He said he was not against win- 
dsurfers and had windsurfed 
Lynnhaven Inlet is the preferred 
area to allow the sailor to get out 
into the open waters. McFeeders 
said that the only way to enfor(% 
the legislation is through constant 
police surveillance which would 
not be practical. He said the most 
popular starting point for the 
sailors is at Duck's Inn at Lyn- 
nhaven Inlet. McFe^ers said 
that the board sailors feel they 
were singled out unfairly. 

The ordinance resulted from 
complaints from boaters who 
said they were experiencing 
significant interfwence by win- 
dsurfers operating in the marked 
channels, endangering both the 
boaters and the windsurfers.

How to cope? 

Guilt and Stress 



We've all known people who 
had a great success, but for some 
unknown reason refused to let 
anyone make a fuss over them. 
What's with them, anyway? They 
just graduated, got a big 
promotion, or had a healthy 
baby, but all they want to do is 
isolate themselves and pout. 

Strange. Such people seem to 
have no reason to be unhappy, 
and certainly none of the well- 
known causes of depression ap- 
ply~such as loss, failure, or being 
in a hopeless situation. 

What is it that makn these 
people so sad at occasions m their 
Uvts when they should be happy? 

Can anything be done to help 
them derive enjoyment and 
gratification from their 
achievements? 

Such people have a type of 
depression where success dther 
triggers unconscious guilt or fails 
to meet their unconscious, 
unrealistic ideals. 

People who carry around ex- 
cess guilt from an overstrid con- 
sdence often attempt to appease 
the guilt through overwork 
and/or avoidance of praise. So 
even though they are functioning 
quite well, they feel depressed 
due to some guilt they are not 
aware of. } 



Praise or celebration may feel 
unpleasant to them because deep 
down they have secret feelings of 
unworthiness or shame over 
competitiveness. 

In other cases, if unconsdous 
ideals are always demanding bet- 
ter performance, no success is 
ever expererienced as suffident.* 

What can help? 

Over a period of time, people 
with these types of problems will 
need therapy that helps to unear- 
th the roots of their excess guiU 
or their exalted expectations. Of- 
tm. relationships and experiences 
from earlier childhood can be 
recalled or reconstructed, so that 
the patient can consider the 
origins of self-doubt, self- 
criticism and unacMptance of 
praise. 

TTiis type of psychoanalytic 
approach in therapy usually frees 
people to react to thdr current 
lives with more pleasure and to 
feel less inhibited, whether the 
patient comes only for one con- 
sultation or becomes involved in 
more comprehensive, ongoing 
treatment over a period of time.

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Water: Hard to get; more precious than money

Such is the Mate of CheMpMke 
and Virginia Beadi, while ndgh- 
boring Portsmouth and Norfollc 
sit by with a seeming endkss flow 
of the wet stuff. 

"We're surrounded by wtter, 
but we're really in a desert," said 
Joe Buchanan, chairman of 
Virginia Beach Tomorrow and 
dean of the Virginia Beach Cam- 
pus of Tidewater Community 

College. 

Dr. Joseph H. Rule, assodate 
professor of geological sdences 
at Old Dominion University 
(ODU), said that if he Uved in 
Chesapeake he'd be pretty 
disturbed at the quality of water. 

"The general quality of the 
water is not good. When you 
have to issue (health) warnings 
. . . that would concern me a 
bit. If I couldn't put in my own 
well, thm I'd bring in bottled 
water." 



Rule said that Portsmouth is 
lucky enough to have deep 
aquifm. If the city maintains the 
pmpet pumping rate. Rule said. 
It can pump on indeHnitely. He 
cautioned, however, that Ports- 
mouth must not punH> out more 
wator in a given area than is 
moving in. 

"It appears to me the 
problem is more than get- 
ting money together. You 
coulfl have all the money in 
thtf world but couldn't 
bring in the (Lake Gaston) 
pipeline because there is 
political opposition. "

Buchanan said he thinks that 
Chesapeake is the most severely 
affected of all the local pardied 
dties.

"If you look at the quality of 
the water Chesapeake has aiid the 
likelihood of them getting thdr 
own supply, then they're worse 
off," Buchanan said. 

Even if Chesapeake could find 
a supply, Buchanan speculated, 
he's not sure the dty would be 
able to afford the expense. 

"I don't think they can last 
much longer without Oaston," 



he said. Chesapeake's problem 
can only gd more critical with 
growth. Buchanan added. 

Recently the Southeastern 
PuMic Service Authority of 
Virginia (SPSA) came forward 
with the idea of a regional water 
agMcy, ^ up to control water 
for^ area dties. Reactions have 
been varied. 

Rule said that the area needs a 
regional water supply, but added 
that lie was not sure how feasible 
the idea really is. There are 
politics involved, he said. 

"In general," Rule said, "the 
area would benefit from a 
regional water supply, a large 
wato- supply that we can depend 
on. 

"Periods of drought create 
problems with smaller reservoirs. 
You can't just put down a well 
and get decent ground water," 
Rule continued.

Virginia Beach dtizeu will be 
given the oj^ixNrtunity to eiiMa 
their views on tree protecticm in a 
referoidum in the Nov. 3 ^no-al 
election.

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The donand for water 

Without sufficient quality or quantity of water a 
city's «;onomy is at risk of coining to a standstill. 

Continued growth of business, industry and 
residents, so vital to municipal well-being, could be 
stunted. 

News from Virginia Beach cries out for a 
solution to its water shortage problem, with the 
resolution of the court-delayed Lake Gaston 
pipeline project. Chesapeake, also a partner in this 
thirst-quenching project, is suffering from an im- 
mediate problem of poor water quality. It too 
would reap great benefits from the pipeline. 

For growing cities such as these, water problems 
would have significant economic impact. It is 
predicted that by 1990 if the Lake Gaston proj^t is 
not assured of resolved then Virginia Beach will not 
allow any more new connections on to its water- 
system. 

With room to grow, businesses and residents 
would be turned away. In Chesapeake, businesses 
and residents may shun the city because of health 
concerns over the poor wato* quality. 

In striking contrast, Portsmouth, a city with 
limited area left for developmoit, appears to have a 
bountiful water sun>ly. It is unlikely that the 
demands for water will increase in Portsmouth to 
any great extent so, if propo* pumping procedures 
are adhered to, residents and businesses then can be 
assured of sufficient supply almost indeHnitly. 

Several difficult questions arise when a city's 
quality and quantity of water dq>reciates to the 
point where other water sources are necessary, as is 
the case for Virginia Beach and Chesapeake. 

Is it ethical for water-rich cities to withhold 
sharing surplus with those lacking it? Should there 
be a regional water system? 

These are political questions for localities which 
do not readily want to give up any surplus water 
they may have. An example is the Lake Gston 
project, in which the pipeline opponents have tied 
up the project in court, not wanting the depletion 
of their valuable resource. 

In this area, the water supply is dictated by the 
geology. No long-term solution can be sought here, 
where the flat land can not contain a reservoir and 
many deep wells, at best, can oroduce* saline- 
contaminated water. 

So future alternative water sources will have to 
be sought from outside the area. And, no matter 
where, it is likely that some political opposition will 
arise. 

There is also the matter of engineering. It is a 
major engineering undertaking to pipe in water 
from outside a city or a region. 

All these qu^tions are in the forefront of 
discussion in Chesapeake and Virginia Beach, and 
may require intermediary action from the 
legislature. — H.K.

Seeking to dispel the 
darkness of illiteracy 

Day after day we spend a large amount of our 
time reading. It is something that we do largely 
without thinking about it. We read reports, forms, 
instructions and correspondence at work. We read 
str^t signs and business nam^ as we drive down 
the road. Many of us read the newspaper in the 
evenings, maybe even pick up a good book after 
dinner. Yet across Vu-ginia Beach, a large number 
of adults cannot do these things which we take for 
grants. 

In 1970 the Tidewat^ Virginia Literacy Council 
was fonmd to |»-(xnote adult litaacy and to help 
coordinate local Uterac^ effcxts. Hie council ser/ts 
Chesapeake, N(»folk, Portsmouth, Suffolk, Nan- 
semond. County, Fnmklin, SouthamiHon County, 
and Isle of Wi^t County, in addition to Virginia 
Beach. 

Members of the council work to inform the 
public about literacy help availability. They refer 
students to the nearnt adult basic education class 
or to an individual tutor, urge libraries to stock 
high interest, low vocabulary reading material, and 
conduct Laubach Method workshops to train 
volunteer tutors and others concerned about adult 
literacy.

SSI recipients may work, still get benefits 



Many blind and disabled sup- 
plemental security income (SSI) 
recipients may not be a,'9/sae that 
they can worJE without losing all 
their SSI checks or Mc^caid 
coverage. Also, recipients whose 
SSI checks were stopped because 
their earnings made their income 
too high to get checks may be 
able to receive checks again if 
they find they no longer can 
work. 

Special temporary provisions. 

of the Social Security 
Act — Sectidn 1619 — were 
designed to encourage blind and 
disabled SSI recipients to try to 
work. These provisions are now 
permanent parts of the lavi^. 

Recognizing that a disablal 
recipient's return to work may 
not follow a steady progression, 
the law allows the recipient to 
use SSI as a steppingstone to em- 
ployment. While testing his or 
her ability to work, the recipient 
may continue to receive some 
money from SSI. The amount 
received depends on the amount 
of earnings — as earnings in- 
crease, the SSI payment decreases 
or stops. A recipient who finds 
his or her work attempt is unsuc- 
cessful, however, may have 
payments started again — often 
without filing a i»w SSI ap- 
pHcation. 

In addition, nlany blind and 
disabled recipients can keep their 
eligibility for Medicaid coverage 
even when their checks stop 
because their earnings make their 
income too high to get checks. To 
keep Medicaid coverage, a 
recipient must continue to be 
blind or disabled, meet all other 
non-earnings SSI eligibility 
requirements, depend on 
Meidicaid coverage to continue 
working, and be unable to pur- 
chase similar medical care. 

Because making these "work 
incentive" provisions available to 



recipients is Of little value unless 
they are aware of them, Social 
Security will notify recipients 
about the incentives. Information 
will be inchkled with all notices to 
new recipients. Disabled and 
blind recipients will be given a 
reminder notice when they earn 
atleast$200amonlh. 

The SSI work incentive 
provisions mean that many 
disabled and blind recipients can 
try to work without fear of losing 
all their benefits before they have 



proved they can succeed. And by 
making it easio- for disabled 
recipients to work when it is 
pos^ble for them to work, diey 
can realize their full potentid in 
our society.

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Unless the Virginia Beach City 
Council changes its mind, a 
question will appear on the ballot 
in November asking voters to 
determine if the City of Virginia 
Beach should have an elected 
school board with independent 
taxing power. In all likelihood, 
the voters will say "yes." Why? 
Because even with increased ef- 
forts of the current school board 
to be more accessable and 
responsive to the public, most 



people feel the school board is 
too far renwed from the public. 
Elected school boards do not 
guarantee better schools or stan- 
dards. As at least one councilman 
implied, an elected school board 
would be less likely to waste tax- 
payers money if they had the hot 
breath of irate taxpayers 
breathing down their necks. The 
opposite is probably true in 
Virginia Beach. VBEA's most 
recently survey of registered 



voters voifies several other polls 
that indicate the public is willing 
to pay more toward public 
education in this city. M(»t likely 
city needs other than public 
education would suffer if the 
schd6l board (»uld raise funds 
through separate taxation. 

Critics of elected school boards 
point out that the process 
becomes political and special in- 
terest groups gain undue influen- 
ce. Generally that belief is well 
founded. School board can-

The Virginia Beach firefighters 
are always ready to help the 



citizens of Virginia Beach and 
have been called upon for 
assistance for a varity of reasons. 
Although many calls were for fire 
and rescue related reasons, 
11,881 times in 1986, some calls 
were out of the ordinary. 

Since the fire department does 
not rapond to retrieve cats out of 
trees anymore, we do respond to 
get cat owners out of the tree. 
Several times people will climb up 
mtD a tall tree, the cat would get 
scared of the owner and run 
down and the owner would 
become petrified and couldn't get 



down. The reason the fire depar- 
tment stopped responding to get 
cats out of trees is simple. A fire 
truck costs the taxpayers 
anywhere from S 140,000- 
$400,000 and since there is only 
18 pumpCTS and 5 ladder trucks 
avaOable throughout the city, it is 
not a good practice to send this 
heavy equipment out to get cats 
our of trees. 

The fire department made this 
decision by the simple fact that 
no one has ever seen a cat 
skeleton in a tr^l When the cat 
gets hungry, it will come down...

Gaston project at this time, 
Buchanan said those efforts do 
not look encouraging. 

"The likelihood of SPSA 
becoming the water agency for 
the entire urea is not very good." 

To add SPSA or another city, 
such as Suffolk, which has ex- 
pressed interest in becoming a 
part of the project now, would 
"mess up" the law suit, 
Buchanan said. 

There can't be any more par- 
ties added now, he said, without 
causing further delay. He 
speculated, however, that once 
the project gets through 
litigation, Virginia Beach might 
be willing to talk to other cities 
looking for water. 

"We fully expect that oth« 
cities will participate," War- 
nstaff said, but now is not the 
correct time to expand to other 
cities. A 

"EaJt city Is responsible for 
developing for their citizens the 
best provisions possible," War- 
nstaff said. 

Dr. Richard Whittecar, an 
ODU associate professor for 
geological sciences, said 
esUblishing and maintuning a 
r^onal water system is easi«' 
said than done, and he listed 
eni^eering, gwlogy and politics 
as the three intrinsic obstacles. It 
is more than a matter of etims 
for cities with excess watw to 
want to share it with . Hmk 4n 
short supply, he said. 

"It dots Uke money to process 
the water and develop a watw 
system," Whittecar said, even if 
the water is freely available. 
HBtorkaOly. la said, (tevdj^mg a 
regional water system has b^ a 
major engineering undertakii^, 

"It would be a nice objective to 
work towards," however, Whit- 
tecar added. 

Whittecar said, how the Lake 
Gaston pipeline would be fswm- 
p«i into the Norfolk system will 
be a major engineering feat, 
requiring the red^igning of the 
syston. 

The «i«* wi^ wwJd 'x to «»- 
nect the pipeline on to the 



western edges of the city's water 
distribution system, but this 
would require access to the 
lar^t water pipes, which are 
k)cated in the city's center. It 
would be like giving a blood tran- 
sfusion into a finger, Whittecar 
explained. 

The geological problem is the 
presence of the nearby coast line. 
There are only a few places to put 
a good surface water reservoir, 
Whittecar said. 

"Because of the (region's) 
geology, a regional water supply 
is going to have to be developwl 
in the next century," Whittecar 
said. 

As far as the'^litics of the 
matter, he said cities generally do 
not want to pve up their water. 

"It appears to me," Whittecar 
said, that "the problem is more 
than getting money together. You 
could have all the money in the 
world but couldn't bring in the 



pipeline because there is political 
opposition." There are limited 
ground water resources he ex- 
plained. "You could have all the 
money in the world and couldn't 
change that. The water is more 
precious than your dollars." 

"My guess is that the federal 
govemmmt will have to take an 
interest" in he issue due to its 
impact on local naval bases, 
Buchanan said. The Navy is 
going to have to take issue with 
Nortii Carolina, and they should. 



he said. The Navy needs water to 
sustain the military ijases and its 
defense functions. 

Anotho' view is that the com- 
monwealth's legislature may have 
to get its feet wet on this issue. 
Whittecar said that it may be 
needed to work out an agreonent 
as to what is goii^ to iappta to 
the cities if the water runs out, 
and to establish ways of 
regulating it. Th^ legislature may 
have to determine the "bottom 
line," Whittecar said.

didates do become more sensitive 
to public opinion and often two 
types of candidates emerge. One 
candidate type, usually supported 
by educators, wants the schook 
to do more and is willing to 
commit additional funds to see 
that the job gets done. The othor 
candidate type wants the schools 
to do more but wants the schools 
to be efficient and believes it is 
possible to get the job done with 
fewer funds. 

Except in communities that 
truly want good schools, the 
"spend less but do more" can- 
didates invariably prevail. 
However, some communities still 
feel that teachers are too power- 
ful in school board elections. The 
Los Angeles School Board recen- 
tly approved a resolution asking 
the city council to adopt cam- 
paign laws for school board races 
that would limit campaign con- 
tributions to $500. Sponsors of 
the resolution argue that the 
ceiling would help dilute the in- 
fluence of the United Teachers of 
Los Angeles, whidi represents 
the district's teachers. 

Another criticism of elected 
school boards is that excellent 
people would not put thonselves 
through the political process and, 
consequently, would not be able 
to make a contribution to the 
community. That is probid>ly 



true, but there arc just as many 
capable citizens who will accept 
the perils of public office but are ■ 
currently overlooked because 
they are outside the political 
power structure. 

The last criticism of elected 
school boards is probably the 
most seribus, and it'is best exem- 
plified in recent school board 
elections in Winchester, New 
Hampshire, where high school 
principal E>ennis Littky was the 
main issue of the elections. The 
school board voted in 1986 not to 
renew his contract. After two 
elections, Littky was awarded a 
one year contract. Whenever 
elections can become dominated 
by single issues, the risk of elec- 
ting candidates for the "wrong" 
reason increases. Volitile and 
emotional issues sometimes cloud 
the real issues that must be ad- 
dressed. 

The Assocation Represen- 
tatives of VBEA will be studying 
the issue and have the oppor- 
tunity to support, oppose, or stay 
neutral on the question of an 
dected school board in Virginia 
Beach. Delegates to VEA Con- 
ventions have repeatedly voted 
that each locality should have the 
right to decide if it wants elected 
school boards or not. It looks like 
VBEA members will be the first 
to really decide.

City to heip employees 
with personal problems

Under a program that will cost 
the city $10.88 per employee an- 
nually, the city will provide help 
for employees with personal 
problems. 

City council Monday after- 
noon approved a contr«:t with 
Bon Secours, Maryview Em- 
ployee Ass^^nce Program for 
$49,000 a year starting Sept. 1 . 

The program is an affiliate of 
Maryview Hospital in Ports- 
mouth. 

Services will be available to all 
full-time, part-time and per- 
manent employees, numbering 
4300, and their families. 

The program includes 
assessment, short-term coun- 
seling, referral, continuing 
education and training services, 
program evaluation data, crisis 
intervention, trauma counseling. 



a 24-hour emergency phone ser- 
vice, and training seminars. 

Among the problems that will 
be addressed are drug abuse, 
alcoholism and marital discord, 
said Fagan D. Stackhouse, per- 
sonnel director. 

Stackhouse said that five to ten 
percent of the employees will be 
irivolved in the program. He said 
that other cities have had an 
assistance program for years. The 
program sel«:ted by the Beach 
has been operating in five 
locations in southside Virginia 
and has seven years experience. 
Norfolk has had the program for 
two years. 

Vice Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
said that it is cheaper to keep the 
employees than to train new em- 
ployees. She said that Virginia 
Beach is probably one of the last 
communities in the area to have a 
program. 



would include holding cells for 20 
inmates and special purpose cells 
for 18 inmates. 

Mel Spence, jail architect, said 
that it would be a mistake to 
build the $6 million facility 
because it would impact the site 
while not meeting the city's 
needs. 

The present jail which was 
built in 1975, he said, holds 156 
inmates. Last weekend it housed 
336. The proposed addition 
would be expandable by using 
bunk beds. 

Marion Varner, jail consultant 
from California, said that the city 
would be making a "major 
mistake" by building the smaller 
unit. He suggested that the city 
consider an interim plan, pur- 
chasing modular buildings to 
take care of the excess jail 
population until a permanent ad- 
dition is built. The modular 
buildings could handle the 
problem for the next two or three 
years, he said, and when they are 
no longer needed, can be sold to 
other communities with virtually 
no loss. 

Varner said that Virginia 
Beach has a ^mailer jail 
population per 1000 population 
than other communities because 
of the character of the com- 
munity — it does not have high 
concentrations of populations.

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Vote early — 
and often 

One of the very first 
memorable thinp I did when I 
turned 18 was register to vote. I 
was so acited about reaching 
this qjedal plateau in my life. 
To me it meant that I was a real 
iNmbor of the community. It 
meant that I had the power to 
raise up or strike down poten-.. 
tial officiab in my area. 

&re, 1 knew that there were 
otto' peopte out there who 
could can<xl out my vote by 
voting the oppositi way, but 
there was always that chance, 
that wonderful chance, that my 
vote could make a difference. 

If the caiKlidate I opposed 
lost by one vote I could trium- 
phaittly tell myself, my vote 
made the difference. If the can- 
didate I supportni won by one 
vote I could stride up to him or 
her and say "I put you in of- 
fice, without my vote you 
would not be where you are 
today." Okay, so very few elec- 
tions are determined by one 
vote, but there is always a chan- 
ce, isn't there? 

There is something so 
exhilarating about picking up 
that pin and jabbing the spot 
next to my candidate's name, or 
pushing that lever over to show 
my support. I leave the booth 
holding my head a little higher, 
feeling Uke an important part of 
thedonocratic proems. 

I caa't piaeoiBt exactly 
when this commitment to 
voting overcame me, I suppose 
it was a culmination of a variety 
of influents on my life. I had 
some terrific government 
teachers in school, and my 
parents had always voted. I'm 
sure those things contributed. 
Regardless, I had, and still 
have, voting fever. 

A professor I had in college 
used to tell us students, "vote 
early and often," such was her 
vigor f(x the electorate. She 
pushed us to be involved, take 
an interest in government since 
it was, after all, there to serve 
us. She encouraged her students 
to listen to the issues, approach 
the candidates when we could, 
and put them on the spot con- 
cerning the issues. Her office 
and her person were always 
peppo-ed with bits of campaign 
humor or support for some 
candidate. 

Even now, due partly to her 
influrace, when I think of the 
many countries where citizens 
continue to struggle for the 
right to decide who governs 
them, I feel angry. Angry at the 
injustice of their situation, 
wondering how one man could 
deny miother man what I con- 
sider his inherent right. And 
angry at many of my fellow 
(»untrymen. The apathy in this 
country concerning voting is a 
tragedy. It mars the complexion 
of our United States. 

FcN- years many men and 
women of all races have foa^t 
for the rigla to vote. Yet 8C(»es of 
tihejr descendairts cannot find the 
tinK to celebrate their forerun- 
noi' victory by exercisii^ that 
right. 

When I hear someone com- 
plain about Reagan and his 
policies, or decry city council 
and their »:tions, I want to ask 
them, do you vote? If they do, 
ihen by all means let them gripe 
away. If not, then they have 
lost their right to gripe.

Fire recruits are highly trained 




To become a professional 
firefighter in Virginia Beach, one 
must go through a series of tats 
to even qualify. And after all that 
is complete, the applicant must 
face 16 weeks of fire training 
classes. 

The test for firefighter recruit 
is only offered once a year in 
Virginia Beach. At this time the 



application for the position is 
filled out and several weeks later 
a general reading ability and 
common sense test is administered. 
When the applicant has 
sucessfully passed the written test 
they move on to the next phase, a 
physical agility test. Pushups, 
puUups and running a mile are 
some of the requirements. The 
next phase is the lie detKtor test. 
You don't have to study for that 
test I The oral interview is the 
final step. 

If you have completed all the 
above phases, then your name is 
placed on an active file. Ten to IS 
names will be drawn from that 
list and hired and then the 
firefighter recruit will be sent to 
the four month school. The 
recruit will be taught first aid the 
first three weeks and will become 
an Emergency Medical 
Technician. The remaining 13 



weeks will include instruction on 
how to drive and operate fire ap- 
paratus, how to carry and raise 
ladders and how to clean, inspect 
and roll fire hose. Additional 
training will be how to investigate 
suspicious fires, how to identify 
and operate fire extinguishers 
and how to conduct buUding in- 
spections. 

The starting salary for 
firefighter recruit is $19,500 a 
year. The only requirements for 
taking the test are, I . be at least 19 
years old, 2. hold a Virginia 
drivers license, and 3. hold a high 
school diploma or a GED.

Lookii^ on the bright side 

isn't alwaj^ «uy f(» Lewis S. 
Tefft. 

^ But one good thing the 
executive director of the Ports- 
mouth Humane Society Animal 
Shelto- can say about his worlc 
is that the city's humaiw society 
has come a loi^ way since 1979 
when he took the job. 

The old animal shdter was 
torn down ami rephued in 1<M1 
by a larger building equipped 
with individual animal cages 
and an air ventilation syston. 
The humane society now has no 
trouble meeting payroll with a 
little eiiccM to fall hack on, and 
new {H'ognuns to educate the 
public on animal care are con- 
tinually being ^vdoped, said 
Tefft. 

Betaam of these thinp, the 
job "is gratifying at times," 
Tefft. 53, MMi. "It is especially 
grad^iiiag to watch the sod^ 
grow,*' he added. 

But the |vobl«n of unwanted 
pets, such as oits, kittens, d(^ 
and puppies, has grown w(»rae, 
worse tlun it was 100 years ago, 
Tefft s^d. And in this age of 
advaiKed techiK>l(^, Tefft 
said, this is iiKoncdvtd)te. 

Tkt Portsmouth Humane 
Society in 1979 was seeking an 
executive dire^Mr who would 
be dialled vrilth straightening 
out the Pwtsmouth shelter's 
finances and managing a f und- 
raising campaign fw a new 
shdter. Tefft, a Virginia Beach 
resident, was working for the 
City of Norfolk's ioGomt tax 
departmmt when his iwighbor 
mationed to the president of 
the Portsmouth Humane 
Sodety that Tef n would be a 
good candidate for the 
position. He l^ul recently e^^- 
ned ui accounting degree from 
01^ D«miinion Univo^ity after 
abnoM 2i yea»in the htevy. 

Tefft. who didn't have the 
vaguest idea of what he was get- 
ting into, was hired. "I had 
nevo- set foot into an animal 
shelter in my Ufe unttt 1979." 
Tefft said. "I had no idea what 
they did." 

"I didn't know anything 
about the euthanasia of 
animals." Tent said, adding 
that he h«in't thoroughly been 
briefed on miKb before taking 
that first step either. 

What Tefft found, he said, 
shocked him. "I couldn't 
believe wtoi I started that 
animals got bunched into a 
building Uke this . . . like 
that." he said. UnUke the 
prcsmt shdter. the old one had 
1 3 runs into wMdi 70 dop were 
kq)t trying to group tc^^er 
d<^ of like size and tern- 
peraoMBt, Tefft said. It was not 
uncommon, he said, to fliui in 
the monung that a fight had 
broka out in ttw runs the idght 
bef(»« and <nie was laying dMd. 

T^fft said it didn't take him 
long to discover tlM nugnitude 
of idiat was e]q)ected of the 
executive dire^r. 

"It wasn't soon to hecome, 
witMn a nKmth, the kittm 
seasfw," he saki, adding that Iw 
wondered ' 'whore in the w«U 
do all these Uttens c(Mne 
from." 



TIm kittois in the old shelter 
woe k^ in a tiny ro<»a, which 
hdd ^ o^es. It was hot and 
there was no irir ftow.M almost 
instantiy the cats and kittens 
becanM infected with K»ne type 
of in^Bctim caused by con- 
tagi(»is, airborne viruses, ac- 
cording to Tefll. 

"The mwuy is not 
good, the work is hard 
of^youseeaiotoft/K 
bad sides of people/' said 
Lewis T^ft, e3oecuti\e 
director of the Por- 
tsmouth Animal &ttiter, 
of being an animal shelter 
employe. 

Hie mlKrable conditions of 
the old shdier were two ^ars 
later takffi care of when the 
new $67i000, 4,400 iquv^foot 
shdtCT wtt Iraih, thanks to a 
significant contribution frmn 
the dty budg^ and private 
donations, Tefft said. The 
building came equinwd with 
1 27 cages and a ventilation 
syston. I 

tet the bundle of ad- 
ministrative tasks — humane 
sodety puUic rdations, 
bookkeeping, invoj- " 

tbry — and the heartbreaking 
chore of euthanidng animals 
still edst, making the position 
probably the least attractive to 
any gnuluating accounting 
major. 

Around 400 animals go 
through tl» sheltH* every mon< 
th, and on any givoi day, the 
shelter is at. exceoiing or very 
close to capadty, according to 
Tefft. On tMs day Tefft, and Us 
wife, Jean, who is the didtcr re- 
oqjtiGaist. oonqMre a head count 
of the number of animals. 
There were cuirentiy 60 dogs 
and 44 cats. The prior Monday 
there were 8 1 d(^ and 30 cats. 

The worst part of the job is 
"the number of animals that 
have to be put to sleep, ' ' Tefft 
said. For dmost nine yean, 
about three times a week. Tefft 
has had to supervise the 
euthanuia of some of the 
animals. 

"This ti|ne of year something 
gets put to sleep everyday. ' ' 
particulariy cats and kittois. 
Tefft said. The spring and 
summer months are pnk 
reproducticm times for the cats. 

After nine years. Tefft has 
gotten use to putting animab to 
sleep? 

"Who said I did." Tefft said. 
"You block tiie act and tiie fact 
that there are 3,000 animals 
tamiually) you have kiU^," 
Tefft said. "But it catches up 
With you . . . when you're 
really by yoursdf . . .Iseea 
lot of them," said Tefft, ex- 
plaining that he picture a lot of 
the animals, espedally those 
most recentiy put to sleep, 
because they tJl have per- 
sonalitia. Iliey know whoi a 
poson is happy at mad, Tefft 
p<^ted out. 

The |m>cess fw selecting 
animak for octerminatiim in- 
vdves looldng into the fdes to 
see whidh animids have been at 
Uie shelter Icmgest. If the * 



animal has a look-alike and 
hasn't beoi spayed or neutered, 
then their chances look bleak, 
Tefft said. 

"There are only two ways of 
running a shelter and not put- 
ting anything to slttp, ' ' Tefft 
said. T%e shelter wo^ have to 
be sdective about what it takes 
in or it wouldn't take anything 
in, atxording to Tefft. But 
people stream into the Ports- 
mouth shelter with unwanted 
animals everyday and the 
shdto- is obligated to take than 
and continuaUy make room for 
more. Tefft explained. 

Tefft has spared many 
animals, cortain that the com- 
bination of personality and 
physical attributes will lead to 
its evoitual adoption, he said, 
adding that he is always right. 

A case in point was a 
neut^ed adult male Maiiw 
own ctX mix who stayed at tlw 
^dt«r for two memths ttd new 
ha a great home. Tefft said. 
"We scnnetimes gd in an 
animal who has a personality 
that you just can't get rid of." 
he said. 

Tefft also found that to be 
the case for freshly-groomed. 
chocolate<olored poodle with a

rhinestone collar which WW 
found in Churchland and 
brmight to the shelter in 1980 
on New Year's Day. Tefft was 
sure the ownns would claim 
him. For six weeks, the poodle 
stayed at the sheher, boundng 
up and down, fcmr feet inthe 
air, every time Tefft walked by 
his cage. 

Shelter visitors can still see 
the poodle there, but he has a 
new nunc, Poco, and goes 
hoHM with Tefft and his wife 
everyday. Tefft, who calb 
hini^df a "cat -pCTson." has 
refrain«i from taking homt any 
cats, upon the insistance of his 
wife. 

Tefft said he isn't the same 
person he once was. and his 
wife (»uld probably vouch for 
that. A chief y^man in the 
Navy, having served from 1931 
to 1974. Tefft said he was cm- 
sidoed a guy to be around. 
Now he said, his wife says he 
has become more cynical. "I 
don't doubt that," Tefft said. 

The barking of dogs 
resonating constantly 
throughout the sheto doesn't 
bother Tefft anymore. And that 
could be, he said, because he 
has grown used to it (NT because 
he has had a loss of hearing. 
But whether the loss of hearing 
is due to the d<^ barking or 
just growing old, Tefft said, he 
isn't sure, 

"Hiis buikiing is a perfed 
echo chamber," he said, at- 
tributing it to its saw-toothed 
architecture, designed to ac- 
^munmiate pusive solar 
energy equi|Mnoit. 



"You take one dog out of a 
cage and all SO others have to 
talk about it," Tefft said, 
which makes it very hard to 
hear what someone is saying. 

Tefft said a person has to 
want to do the job. not just 
want a job. "The mcmey is not 
good, the work is hard and you 
tee alot of the bad sid^ of 
people," Tefft said. He said 
that kennel workers don't just 
mechanically perfoi|B tiidr 
duties but beoime personally 
involved in each of their 
charges and contxrmd about 
their humanitariui treatmoit. 

A typical day for Tefft begins 
at 9:30 a.m. whm he arrives at 
tiie shdter, most often to find a 
stray anioMl left wandering 
around the parking lot, or pets 
that have been pitchml avtt the 
seven-foot bvbed-wire fdice 
oicl<Ming shdter toritory. In- 
side tlwre ve yet more new 
fUrry fuei. toought in by 
animal emtrol board on- 
ployea daring the night. 

"nw Ptvtsmouth Humane 
Soddy has a contract with the 
dty to houK stray uimals 
p^dced up by the aiUmal control 
* board because th«e is no dty 
d<v pound. 

T^ft has imtil 1 1 a.m. to 
evaluate the deaning and 
feeding i^ocedures of his sevoi 
rtaff membffs, to exaodne the 
anim^ for any medical con- 
(WoiM and admiidster 
mcdiaUloos, and to schedule 
tiie day's iqwoaiag tasks. Thai 
the doors <^ at 1 1 a.m. to the 
public. 

Tefft sa]^ every day is like a 
Monday, because the pMple are 
waiting in the parking lot ready 
to drop off animals. For the 
next one-half hcnir to 43 
minutes, Tefft said, the shelter 
is togging in unmtnted animals. 
A beU in Tef ft's office located 
behind the front lobby, busses 
everytime an animal is admitted 
through at the opposite aid of 
the building. 

Once the "big rush" is ova, 
Tefft said, he and his staff try 
to spoid as much time as

possible with people who want 
to adopt an animal as they look 
tiion ovo'. Tefft said, by 
asking a few quations. he can 
detomine whetho' a pawn's 
decision to adopt will be a good 
one. 

For many of the pec^le who 
«lopt. Tefft said, "the only 
animal that w(xikl suit them 
would be a stuffed animal. 

"It's a fad," he continued, 
eiqilidnbig tiwt some po^le 
want a dc^ that will sit in a cor- 
no' mtil they call Umbi ovw to 

play with them for five minutes 
and then they don't want the 
animal to bother them. But. 
Tefft said, animals have pa- 
scNulities and Uiey get bOTed 
wiMn tiiey don't gd enough at-

teation. That's what tiie 
owners get frustrated with thdr 
pets for makii« a mess or 
tearing up something and thai 
they don't v»ant them anymwe. 

Working people who want a 
puppy would do better having a 
cat. Tefft said, because th^ 
don't require as much atten- 
tion. "I try everything I know 
to talk them out of it, but they 
have a glaze ova thdr eyes/the 
type when you know they are 
not listening to you," Tefft 
said. 

Tefft said taxpayas would 
save ak>t of money if certain 
ordinances wae iMssed, stating 
that ail animals that are pot ' 
kept by licensed breeders would 
be neutered. And animal 
breedas would pay well over 
$100 for the license, Tefft said. 



"It would cut out the people 
who like to breed thdr cocka 
spaniel one time a you' in thdr 
back yard." Tefft said; adding, 
"that's whoe most of our 
animals come ft-om." 

Tefft said PcMtsmouth tax- 
payers pay about $123,000 an- 
nually so the dty can maintain 
the shelta, the crematorium, 
the animal control board and 
the maintenance workas who 
scrape the dead animals off the 
streets. 

He said "pleading witii tiie 
public" to spay and neuta thdr 
animals just doesn't work. The 
shdter handles only 23 pacent 
of the animals in tiw com- 
munlQr, aooonUag to Trfft. 
"The dty government has got 
to undostand that th^ mil 
have to stq? in," Tefft said.

The offteial celebration of the 
city's 25th anniversary will cost 
approximately $213,000. The 
Anniversary Committw Monday 
aft«mo<»i asked city council to 
contribute $1K),000 ovtt a two- 
year budget period. The rest is 
expmed to ccnne from private 
donations. 

Committee Chairmm Nancy 
Creech said that all the events will 
be free and open to the public ex- 
cept for the opening banquet on 
Jan. 9 at the Pavilion. Hie dinner 
will be open to the publk, until 
up to ^100 tickets are sold, but 
wiHc<»t$2Sahead. 

Committee member Michael 
Barrett said that the dinner, the 



kickoff event, will be the "gran- 
dest event ever held in the 
Pavilion." 

The S2S will not pay for the 
complete cost of the dinner, said 
Creech, which will be 
"something special." 

Barrett, who outlined the an- 
niversary program at a work 
session said the official 
celebration will continue through 
the Neptune Festival in the Fall. 

Special gu^ts at the dinner will 
be Virginia governors since 1963, 
past council members (Creech is 
one), constitutional offico's, and 
mayors and city managers of 
other Hampton Roads cities.

The jail population, however, 
he said, is impacted by changes in 
die law, changes in the attitudes 
of the courts, and other factors. 

During the past five or six 
j^j%, the jail has been running 
over capacity, he said, but the 
problem is not unique. 

He also said that the city has to 
meet State and Federal 
requirements in building the jail, 
and that some of the state's 
requiranent$ are obsolete. 

While Federal tiandvds call 
for 50 square feet per inisoner, 
Virginia increased its requirement 
from 60 to 70 square feet a month 
ago and may be considering in- 
creasing it even further. 

Councilman John D. Moss 
suggested waiting until more in- 
formation is available on a 
regional center. 

Councilman Harold 
Heischober said that the problem 
with the regional concept is 
locating a site. He said in 1981- 
1982 he served on a committee of 
Hampton Roads cities and coun- 
ties chaired by State Senator 
Stanley Walker. "None of us op- 
tioned to have the facility in our 
own backyard." 

He said that a site was found in 
Isle of Wight, an abandoned Ar- 
my barracks, but the Board of 
Supervisors objected. This plan 
was killed immediately. A second 
site was found in Norfolk, an old 
building. "Walker heard from 
his constituents." 

He said that some of the 
problem is that ^ of the inmates 
are waiting for trial. This is a 
problem, not with the jails, but 
with the judidary system, he 
said. 

When Councilman Albert 
Balko expressed amazonent over 
the cost, which comes to ap- 
proximately $55,000 per inmate, 
Varner said that even the 
modular buildings cost $20,000 
per inmate. A jail, he said, is 
probably the most expensive 
building to build, even more ex- 
pulsive than a hospital, because 
of the security tavolved. 

Varner said that while the 
common areas at the present jail 
are adequate to serve the new 
facility, the new facility will have 
a dining room and pantry. 

Varner also said that Virginia 
Beach is subject to liability when 
people are held in an over- 
crowded facility.

Councilman John L. Perry 
said that some inmates find the 
jail the best pliue in town for a 
free meal and bed. 

Varner said that the problem 
of repeat offenders is shared all 
over the country, but that no one 
has found a solution. 

Perry said that his solution 
would be to revive the chain 
gang. 

Varner said that Virginia's 
standards are inadquate. The 
State is using the same 
requirement used to build the jail 
in Williamsburg in 1732 and is 
reluctant to enter the 20th Cen- 
tury. He said that the Health 
Department had to get in on the 
act to change an archaic 
requirement for a four-by-10- 
inch opening in all cells to sweep 
out the debris, to floor drains. 

Varner said that during the 
past five years, the jail has been 
operating 100 percent over 
capacity. Even if the addition 
were approved today, he said, it 
would be three years before it was 
opened. "That's why modular 
might be a solution. I urge you 
not to build on the site any thing 
smaller. By attaching (the larger 
addition) is the greatest oppor- 
tunity to keep the staff at a 
minimum." 

The addition will be the end of 
expansion at the site. After 20 
years, the city will need to build 
another unit somewhere else, 
Varner said. 

Councilman John D. Moss 
found some inconsistencies in 
projected population figures 
pointing out that if projections 
were correct, the city would have 
to include another facility in its 
1992 Capital Improvement 
Program. 

Councilman John A. Baum, 
said that he hated to see all the 
assumptions ignored. "I'm 
hearing we're going to wind 
down and do nothing again." 

Sheriff Billy R. Overman said 
that while the jail hosted 356 in- 
mates over last weekend, the jail 
averages 290 inmates daily! The 
number is rising at the rate of 40 
inmates a year, he said. At that 
rate the city would average 400 
prisoners in three years. 

Varner also said that the State 
was way off on the dormitory 
square footage required. He 
suggested leaving a space for an 
extra cot in each dormitory to 
provide for changed regulations.

Creech said th^tr while no 
estimates have beien made of the 
anniversary celebration benefits, 
the city makes $10 to $12 million 
from the Neptune Festival alone. 
And some revenues, such as those 
from the ball, breakfast and air 
show are not counted in that 
total. 

She said that studies of the 
Nqitune Festival show that a 
large number of tourists come for 
the festival and in addition, a 
number of citizens^^ jpart.

Every dog has his day 

It has been said thai every dog has his day. The 
Doberman pimc^n- Jhad his, so did the Gerinan 
shepherd. Both have been feared at some point, but 
neither as much aith^ir -brother, the pit bull. 

What may Kavft at one time been thought of as 
merely a big square-jawed animal with sharp teeth, 
is now linked to bites and manglings of many 
citizens. There have been stories of innocent 
children and animals being mauled, even killed by 
the pit bull. Painful bites have been experienced by 
everyone from the mulman to the owners them- 
selves. 

Are pit bulls misunderatood lovable pups who 
are suffering from bad publkity? Or are they 
inherently bad, blood thirsty dogs, uncontrollable 
as well as unpredictable? There is no disputing the 
fact that the animals have been trained to fight and 
those behavior patterns have been developed within 
the breed of animals. 

In the wake of these "pit bull incidents," many 
towns across the country have put injo effect 
legislation banning the breed from their city. As 
fear and reports of bites, even manglings, increase, 
so will the number of dti^ passing legislation 
against the animals. Legislators will be pressured 
by their frightened constituents to act against these 
animals. But is that the correct step to take? 

There is controveny over whether the pit bull is 
"inherently" bad. Some say years of training and 
the way owners treat them causes the breed to act 
the way it does. Owmrs who obtain the dogs with 
the idea of having them for protection, using the 
animal against another animal or person, are 
teaching the animal to be vicious. The same dog 
raised in a different environment would be. in ef- 
fect, a different dog. Dogs, like children, learn 
what they live. 

Julie Lowell, supnvisor at a local animal shelter, 
said that "it's not intelligent to outlaw one breed. 
We've always had vicious dogs," she said, "cer- 
tainly vicious-dog laws are in order." That would 
taf^et iril vidous <k^, regardless of brrad. 

Indeed it seems unrealistic to outlaw a breed of 
dogs for a few of thdr l^s friendly relatives. If that 
were the case, doesn't the human race have enough 
vicious monbers on the family tree to warrant the 
outlawing of the spedes using the same criteria? 

Despite the unanswered questions surrounding 
pit bulls, one fact stands clear. The pit bull's in- 
famy is attracting some people to buy than for 
their potential ferodty. Tliat fact brings with it the 
promise of more problems, more bites, maulings 
and, almost inevitably, doiths. 

Officials must monitor the situation carefully, 
noting the number of inddents involving pit bulls. 
If, when the statistics on pit bulls are tallied, the 
animal is deoned unsafe, law makers must be 
prepared to deal with the issue of pit bulls in- 
telligently. — L.J.G.

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Region's water problems are mostly political

I enjoyed ]K>ur recent article on 
water. It was a compreheiwive 
and impartiid assessment of the 
problem. 

It is interesting to note that the 
water from the new wells in 
Chesqieake seems to be identical 
to the wdl water used for years in 
Myrtle BeKh, South Carolina. 
As a resutt of passing through 
natural zeolite beds, the calciiim 
carbcMiate and magneamn a^- 
bonate usually found in well 
water is converted to soditmi car- 
bonate which gives the watv its 
high, but palatable, sodium con- 
toit and its dimy feeling. A test 
will show tlurt the water is ex- 
tremely soft, highly desireabie for 
washing clothes and for preven- 
ting scak in boilers. After a bath,' 
it is almost impossiUe to wash 
off that soapy feeling. 

Another similarity is that both 
have a high fluoride content 
which in anallor amounts protec- 
ts against te^ cavities but in 
larger quantities causes mottling 
of young children's teeth. Rumor 
has it that the mayor of Myrtle 
Beach, once prtsstxnA by federal 
agmdes to fund an ocorbitantly 
costly treatment ptant to reduce 
fluorides in the water, pointed 
out that he could purchase Roils- 
Royce limousines and have 
liveried chauffeurs deliver 
fluorine free bottled water, daily, 
to every child in the city for a 
fraction of the cost. 

. I understand that , the state 
government of South Carolina is 
now working closely with Myrtle 
Beach to solve the problem. 
R^retably our state government 
appears to prefer to ignore the 
plight of its reskients in the Tide- 
water area and of the cities and 
counties in the east and north- 
east.

Dog days 

lk>$ days will hit us in Sep- 
tember, or at least that is what 
Gov. Gerald L. Baliles has 
declared. Scpteml^r is being 
called "Share Your Love for 
Dogs Month." 

Considering how much com- 
panionship the dogs in my life 
have given me, a month set 
aside for our canine friends 
seems appropriate. 

I vaguely remember the day 
my family got our first dog. I 
came home from kindergarten 
one day and my mother said 
something like, "Guess what 
type of animai we got today." 

I clearly remember my 
response: "A giraffe." 

Not quite. It was an almost 
grown dog we named Max. 
Well, Max didn't last too long, 
as I recall. 1 liked him. His 
frisky demeanor made him a lot 
of fun. Alt he made my dad 
furious because he was hard to 
catch when he got loose in the 
neighborhood. 

So Max was taken away. To 
where I'm not sure. It would be 
nice to think that my parents 
found him a nice home on a 
farm. 

After Max we got Pollyanna, 
a black cocker spaniel. I 
remember my and my sister's 
ddight when she had a litter of 
six puppies, three white ones, 
all female, and three black 
ones, all male. 

S(K>n after their birth I lear- 
ned about the curious human 
behavior of cutting off the tails 
of jgwdned cocker spaniels. I 
wondered why Pollyanna had a 
stump for a tail and her pup- 
inn had long and wagging 
ones. My father performed this 
seoningly minor operation in 
his workshop and put thf^ little 
Slipped off tails into a jar of 
alcohol. 

Pollyanna died wheii 1 was 
about efght years old. It was 
Thanksgiving day when my 
family and I took a hike in the 
woods with her after a big 
turkey dinner,'|Bomchow she in- 
jured her back, which had 
already been aggravated by 
some kind of hereditary 
degenerative disease. About 
three days later she was put to 
sleep. It was my first experience 
with the death of a family 
member and I was quite sullen 
for several weeks after. 

But something white and 
furry with a newly fitted splint 
cheered me up. His name would 
soon become Charlie. 

The very same veterinarian 
who put Pollyanna to sleep had 
found Chariie, a white mixed- 
poodle breed, at his doorstep 
with a broken leg. As kids, my 
sisters and I thought it was 
magic that Charlie had known 
where to go. Dr. Baker called 
up my folks, knowing that we 
had just lost our family pet, and 
before I knew it we picked him. 
up in our station wagon ani 
there was a happy dog. 

Charlie, I was convinced, was 
special. He was forever ftappyT^ 
no matter what, and always 
trailing me around. He was my 
constant companion on those 
endless walks to the grocery 
store for my mother. He'd wait 
outside the store until I came 
out. I boasted that I never had 
to put him on a leash. 

He was also very patient with 
his human family members. My 
youngest sister, Julie, who was 
a rambling toddler in those 
days, would dress him up in her 
baby clothes, bark instructions 
at Mm, cart him around in her 
whwibarrow and lock him In 
closets. I'll never forget waking 
up one morning to find that 
while all of us were sleeping, 
Julie had drawn red lips around 
the white fur on Charlie's 
mouth with one of my mother's 
lipsticks. 

Charlie's downfall came, I 
think, when we got Cleo, a 
prcviwisly abused, adult female 
poit Etene. Although Charlie 
had seniority and even better 
looks, Cleo's sport of hunting 
down smaller animals, in- 
cluding poodles, and her 
dominant physical presence in 
tlw house pushed Charlie out of 
tiK limelight. 
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Teacher shortage gives 3r's new meaning

The children entering kindergarten this yew will be the first 
graduating class of the 21st century and it appors that there may not be 
enough teachers to prepare than for the era before them. Last year's 
alarming predictions of a teacher shortage are giving way to the harsh 
reality that the shortage is beginning to ttareiMen the quality of 
education being offered in our classrooms. 

A National Education Association survey of the nation's 190 largest 
school districts (those with 25,000 students or more) conducted in May 
1987 by New York City's Commercial Analysts reveals that school 
districts are coping with the teacher shortage as follows: 

•4Sf • aic relytaiv on tenperay ai^ nbslitote teaciwn; 

•41^ are odng em^ency certificates to Ure people Bntralacd as 
teachNs; 

•40^ are assigning ctawoom datia to teacher aides and Interns; 

•39fb are anlgnlBg teackers to dasaes oaMdc thdr subject area of 
tralntaig; 

•^^ are ellBilnatliv or redochig coone offerings; and, 

•i9^o are increadng chns sizes. 

These reactions to the teacher shortage, though pragmatic, don't 
bode well for the quality of education in our nation. 



At pre^nt, there are 34,880 unfilled teaching positions for the 1W7- 
88 school year which is seven percent of all teaching positions. Our 
Mid-Atlantic region is among the hardest hit. 

The National Caiter for EdiKational Statistics predicts that "by 
1993 the need for new teachers will exceed the number of new teacher 
graduates by 37 percent." 

nc Vlfi^nla Beach Schoiri SjnUm is not removed from market for- 
ces which will cause school districts in our region to compete fiercly for 
qualified and competent teachers. This was clearly demonstrated by the 
competiti<m between Tidewater school districts last year to have the 
highest starting teacher salaries. Hie Virginia Beach School Board 
wisely raiswi the new teacher salary by $300 when I pointed out to them 
tl^t we were falling behind our local competition. This fact is also 
dempmtrated in the prudent overcxpenditure of funds by the Personnel 
Department for rnniiitment of new teachers. 

What additional actions must our school system take to attract and 
retain the best teachers? 

Just as the te»;hers increase their commitment to the 3 R's (reading, 
writing, and arithmetic) in thdr classrooms, the school syston will need 
to institute a new set of 3 R's (recruitment, raises, and respect) for 
teachers. Aggressive recruiting of candidates for teaching positions on 
the college campuses must continue. Teacher saluies must meet and 
surpass the national average teacher salary. The teachers now in our 
system must be treated with greater respect to encourage them to stay in 
the dassroom where they are needed. Rules, regulations, and attitudes 
developed when teachers wore a dine a dozen must change to reflect the 
teachers' increasing value in today'rmarket. 

Many reasonable voices have argued for years that teachers deserved 
respect, pay reflective of their contributions, and an honored place in 
oiu- soci^y. The economic law of supply and demand, having greata 
stroigth than reason and righteousness, may provide a better life for 
teachers. The City of Virginia Beach will need to address the increased 
market value of teachors if we are to contmue to offer a better 
education in our schools.

I hoo^ you will read and foVow 
these few safety tips on what to 
do during and after a thunder- 
storm. 

During 1986, 41 buildings were 
struck by lightning in Virginia 
Beach. With more and more 
homes and buildings being con- 
structed in our city, lightning 
strikes to these structures will 
become more commonplace. 

When a lightning storm ap- 
proaches, take the immediate 
precautions of getting out of 



swimming pools; don't stand un- 
der trees, and stay away from 
chain-linked fences. Get inside 
and stay away from the windows. 

If lightning does strike your 
home or building, immediately 
call 911 and report the emergen- 
cy. If you see smoke or even smell 
smoke, get out of the builiding. 

After the storm passes, go out- 
side and walk around your home 
to see if lightning did strike the 
roof or chimney. Some houses 
have actually smouldered for 
hours before the flames broke 
through the roof aud were 
noticed by passerbys. 

Another thing to consider is to 
unplug the television and your 
computer before the storm 
arrives. Sometimes lightning will 
travel t||fough the electrical 
wiring and will damage these two 
expensive items, Unscrew the 
cable wire leading into the 
television for the same reason. 
So take lightning storms 
seriously and get inside. If you 
think your building has been hit, 
call your professional firefighters 
and they will check your entire 
home or office for fire. Think 
fire safety and test your smoke 
detector today.

the type of dog is inherently 
vicious and unpredictabte. 

The pit bull is ncM necessarily a 
dangerous animal, say some looU 
pit bull owners and d^ h^Kilars. 

They blame the curroit hype 
over the viciotsness of tiM pit 
bull to poor training and han- 
dling. They say the way some pit 
bull owners treat the dog has led 
to several attacks on humans, 
even deaths, nationwide. 

Caroline E^ley, a member of 
Portsmouth/Chesapeake Oh^- 
ience Training Club Inc., said the 
, behavior of a pit bull reflects its 
Owner. The owner has to be 
"masterful" to take conunand 
over a pit bull, £>arley said. "A 
person already afraid (of it) <toe$ 
not need to own a pit," Darky 
said. "A lot of new owners dcm't 
know how aggressive their new 
dog is," she added. 

Kay Walters, a traina- for the 
dog obedience club, said that a 
bad tempered pit bull was either 
trained to attack humans or 
through breeding inherited that 
temperament. Walters said, 
because pit bulls were originally 
bred to fight other pit bulls, it 
would be natural for them to be 
friendly toward people. 

Portsmouth Police Officer 
Mike Stallings, iwho adopted his 
pit bull, Blossom, after he found 
it abandoned and Injured, said 
Blossom is "lovable" and plays 
with other dogs and cats and 
never bothers his neighbor's 
chickens or goats. 

"It's the way people treat pit 
bulls that makes them mean," 
Stallings said. The most 
ferocious dog with which 
Stallings said he has come into 
contact was long-haired 

Chihuahua. He added that Rot- 
weillers also have the capability 
of having a deadly grip and 
cocker spaniels can be par- 
ticularly nippy. 

But pit bull advocates don't 
explain why pit bulls have mauled 
people to death, said Lewis 
S.Tefft, director of the Por- 
tsmouth Humane Society 



Animal S^ter. He said sino: the 
type of dof startMi becoming 
popular in this country, reports 
are imn'easing as to the number of 
pec^ getting killed by pit bidis 
per year. 

"There is an inordiMte num- 
ber of peofrie killed by <^s who 
were killed by a pit bull." Teflt 
said, B(Ming that pit bidls tmly 
make up about S percent of the 
dog population. "There has 
nevCT been any parallel of one 
IMTticuIar breed of dog killing so 
manypet^." 

Acconfiag to Tefft, there is no 
sudi thing as a purebred pit buU. 
Instead the |»t bull is a crms of 
dog breeds, with grains of tithes 
the American Staffordshire 
tvrier, the American pit bull 
Urrier or the Staffordshire 
torier. 

Tefft said there is controversy 
ova- when the animal was first 
bred, but there have been several 
reforoioes dating l«ck 200 to ZSO 
yean ago whoi Lord Stafford- 
shire (tevd(q)ed the SUffordshire 
terrier, a mix betwe«i a bull 
terrior and a Manchater terrier, 
as a fitting dog, weighing no 
more than 4^ noonds. Then, 
through other often in- 
discriminate breeding practic^. a 
variety of cross breeds came into 
existance, some reaching 100 
pounch. accordijig to Tefft. 

The pit bull chvactoistics are 
often unmistakable. Its 
muscular chest and neck, short 
square muzzle (not turned up like 
a bull dog), thick square skull, 
and heavy jaws are among its 
recognizable physical features. 
The most prominent feature, ac- 
cording to Tefft, is the (jog's ex- 
presdonless "dead eyes." 

The pit bull was developed to 
Fight other |at bulls, to attack 
without warning, going for the 
neck and face, and to clamp on to 
the victim without immoiiately 
releasing. According to Tefft, the 
force of a pit bull bite has been 
measured to up to 2.000 pounds 
per square inch. 

A pit bull grip is the most 
dangerous aspect of the animal. 
According to E^ley, the d(% is in 
a "frenzy" when it bites and until

forever. 

Henley said that Maryland also 
has been able to levy an impact 
fee to offset future maintenance 
costs. An impact fee on new 
development has been suggested 
for the Beach. 

Baum added that the idea of 
pumping salt water into Back Bay 
to maintain the brackish quality 
of the water, is to do aiUfically 
something' nature used to do. He 
said that at one time, the ocean 
would wash over the bay, in- 
creasing the salinity, but that 
man-made sand dunes have 
prevented that leading to the in-

As for the farmers, he said that 
fanners harbor resentment over 
outsi(ters trying to regulate their 
land. 

The presstves are not from 
farmers, said Henley, but from 
speculators who recently pur- 
chased land or from people who 
inherited land. 

Vice Mayor Meyera Obendorf 
said that pe<^ think they can 
Uve with best naanagement prac- 
tices until they have to live with 
the reality. She cited the instance 
of draina^ ditches in farmette- 
type subdivisions which are ex- 
pected to be maintained by 
property ownos. The people find 
they can't live with what they 
bought, she said.

Often people are resorted to 
prying open the dog's jaws. 

S^e-al peopk in Portsmouth 
have felt the Impact of this bite. 
A Portsmouth Animal Control 
Board worker was last month bit 
in the knw by a mother pit bull 
who hut pup^es. The worker, 
who reportedly dM not want to 
talk about the incident, received 
12 stitches and missed about 30 
days of work, according to 
Michael Boyd, the animal control 
warden. Bo^said, however, that 
he did not eou^^ the incident 
an attack, rather the dog was 
protecting its puppies. 

Over a month a^o, a pit bull 
reportedly jumped through the 
bathroom window of a Cradock 
home and a bit a woman next 
door, acconling to Tefft, who 
cared for the animal while it was 
quarantined for 14 dajm at the 
shelter. 

Last Friday, a postal carrier 
was making his rounds jn 
Cradock when he had to use 
"defense tactics." a spray of red 
pepper suspended in tainend oil, 
to ward off a pit bull, according 
to Judith D. Foley, the pbst- 
mastCT of the U.S. Postal Service 
in Portsmouth. When the carrier 
had to go back past the same 
house, the dog once again ap- 
proached the carrier, Foley said. 

The post office called mt 
animal control board and Boyd 
deemed the dog . "vicious,'' 
although it didn't attack the 
carrier. (It was not detomlned 
whether this pit bull was the same 
one that attacked a neighbor in 
the previously mentioned .in- 
cident.) 

Portsmouth's vicious animal 
law states that it Is unlawful fw 
any person to own or have 
custody of a dog deemed 
"vicious" by the animal warden, 
unless the dog is muzzled at all 
times. Boyd said he makes the 
determination based on the 
severity of an attack or a dog's 
aggressiveness toward people. 

Jf the owner does not abl(k by 
this ordinance, then she or he can 
be fined up to SloO. Boyd said. 
There Is no provision in Ports-

Presently Virginia Beach has 
laws against vicious animals run- 
ning at large, whereby the dog is 
known to vicious, a ruling that, 
Byman said, appears to be easy to 
establish. The city also has laws 
against nuisance animals in 
general, dogs killing domestic 
animals and dogs iii general run- 
ning at large. The penalty for 
some dogs is d«ith or banishment 
from the city. 

According to Byman, the city 
has not addressed regulating 
specific breeds or locking up an 
animal before the fact. "As a 
lawyer, I can say that it can be 
done. The wisdom of it . . .1 
really don't have an opinion 
whether singling out a breed or 
the characteristic of a vicious 
dog" is fair, Byman said, adding 
.that it would be easier but maybe 
not fair. So far, he said, the city 
a)des have been directed to the 
animal, not the owner. 

"I couldn't predict how much 
ground swell is under council right 
now" with regard to stricter dog 
control laws, Byman said. He 
said two council members had 
mentioned addressing the 
question dwrifig a recent council 
meetiag., - 

The city could consider the op- 
tion of banishing a b^eed from 
the city, singling out charac- 
teristics of a vicious dog or the city 
could determine that the policy of 
making judgements on a case to 
case baitt,' as it is done is suf- 
ficient.

Then my mother d«:idcd to 
breed Cleo, spoiling her with 
vanilla milkshakes' and other 
delectable dog meals that 
Charlie never was able to ap- 
preciate.

This time I had to make the 
decision.

The 
most humane thing to do was to 
put him out of his misery. I leff 
him on the veteriaarian's 
examining table after a big h|pg. 
and left without him. But, on 
the bright side, his memory 
lives on.

The suite Corporation Com- 
mission (SCC) recendy approved 
an apidication by Virginia Elec- 
tric wd Powa Co. to build an 
overhead 230,000-volt trans- 
mission Une in Virginia Be»;h. 

Hie Une wUl ran approximately 
five miles from the company's 
Green Run substation to the 
Grwnwich substation. 

Hie commission adopted the 
findings and recommendations of 
Senior Hearing Examiner RusseU 
W. Cunningham who had found 
that public convenience and 
necessity required constraction of 
the line, according to a State 
Corpcmition Commission Infor- 
mation Resources press rdease.

Poor Richard's Almanac tells 
us that when the well is dry, we 
know the worth of water. 

More people using more wato- 
pla<% an acute demand on water 
resources. Particularly during the 
summer months, groundwater 
withdrawals, for landscape and 
lawn irrigation, discharge from 
water-to-air heat pumps, and 
domestic use place a strain on the 
area's available groundwater. 
The City of Virginia Beach 
recommends that even when 
water supplies are not running 
short private well owners and 
municipal water users alike 
should always use water wisely. 
During the warmer and drier 
months, particular attention 
should be devoted to restricting 
unnecessary water use. 

One way to reduce water usage 
is to reduce lawn and landscape 
watering. Granted, lawns and 
landscaping often represent a 
substantial invatment in time 
and money. For that reason, 
many residents may not be 
willing to risk the loss of that in- 
vestment. Over watering lawns, 
however, espedally during the 
current heat wave, can have a 
detrimental effect on lawns. Con- 
tinued lawn watering could also 
reduce your and your neighbors' 
groundwater supiriy. 

In order to help sustain water 
supplies including groundwater, 
and to produce healthier lawns, 
the Virginia Beach Public 
Utilities Department recommen- 
ds the following guidelines. 

•The key to successful lawn 
irrigation is to irrigate slowly, 
deeply, and infrequently. Drying 
between irrigation actually 
reduces many lawn disease 
problem^. 

•Watering twice a week is 
generally sufficient. Over 
watering causes a loss of nitrates, 
invasion of weeds, discoloration, 
soil compaction, and loss of deep 
roots. 

•Ideal irrigation time is early 
morning. W^ering during the 
heat of the day (10 a.m. to 6 
p.m.) is not recommended 
because it can actually damage 
the lawn and much of the water 
will be lost due to evaporation.

ECSC Surfing Championship 
marks silver anniversary 



The Virginia Beach oceanfront 
will be the scene for the 25th An- 
nual East Coast Surfing Cham- 
pionship, to be held August 28, 
29 and 30. 

The yearly event historically at- 
tracts the top surfers on the east 
coast as well as local favorites. 
For the silver anniversary event, 
however, plans are underway for 
presenting a contest that is "truly 
international in scope" according 
to Doug Meekins, ECSC chair- 
man for the Virginia Beach 
Jaycees. the event organizers.

Aside 
from Bible's son who will be sur- 
fing here, other contestants from 
the Pacific are expected to enter. 
"We're expecting the largest tur- 
nout of pro's in the history of the 
event." Bibic said. 

Contributing to the growth of 
this year's ECSC is the 
cooperation and support of the 
sponsors, advertisers and dvic 
leaders of the area in the event's 
planning and promotion, accor- 
ding to Meekins. 

"This particular contest marks 
a milestone in that the city 
(Virginia Beach) has embraced 
the spirit of the event itself," said 
Meekins.

observes. "What started out as a 
small, local event has become the 
largest of its kimi on the East 
coast."
